It developed nt the divorce trial that be 
hired one of the local liverymen to drive 
bis wife to the mi miner resort and paid 
hi ih to secure evidence on which to base 
the divorce proceedings on statutory 
grounds, 

Mrs. Clara Murphy, friends of her late 
husband say, was the cause of her estrnngo- 
ment from his first wife, Mrs. Belle Mur- 
phy, and it is declared that this is her own 
second matrimonial failure, sho having 
been divorced from her first husband In 
Chicago.

Circuit Clerk Brockway Must Hereafter 

Issue all Nalurallzallon Papers 

Instead of Clerk llendco 

' Thursday of hut week was the day when 
tho hew naturalization law went into effect 
and, from then on, applications for nutur 
aliza lion. pu pers limit lie made in the cir- 
cuit clerk's otljce instead of either his or tha 
county clerk's office as in the past. In the 
past either the circuit or county judge 
cuiilil issue cataralii it ion papers and the 
county court in Waukegan did all tho busi- 
ness because- there i« no circuit judge, living 
there. 

Under tho nuw law the county judge can 
not issue the papers hence the circuit clerk 
in net receive all applications. 

The new law provides many . radical 
changes over the oPl ono. From now on it 
will be far more difficult, for a foreigner to 
fecuro his natural izUion papers for tho de- 
partment of labor nnd immigration at 
Washington lias direct churge of the work 
froui now on. Circuit Clerk Brockway 
Thursday received the blanks to be used in 
tho work ant.it will cost him $50 for every 
blank ho lost s or spoils bunco hia work is to 
bo quito important and particular under 
the hew law. 

From now on the applicant must have 
lived in this country five years before he 
can become a naturalized citizen. At least 
two years must plapSe between the issuance 
of hi Hi rat ami second papers. 

The declaration of intention, which may 
bo made by an interpreter if tho applicant 
, ^ isj ueaftfle -to speulf English, costs $1. At 
tho expiration of two years from making 
this declaration, although most will prob- 
ably wait until the five years are up, the 
applicant goes into court with ' two wit- 
nesses, swean he has lived in the United 
States five years and pnyB-a $2 foe. He 
must tell his desires, in English and sign 
the formal application. Tho witnesses 
must testify" to his good character, and 
wbother ho knows about the American con: 
stitution and form of government and how 
he likes it. j 

A duplicate of tlm application must then 
lie sent to Iho bureau of naturalization 
within thirty days, Tho bureau fakes 
sixty days to Gad out about applicants and 
inspectors may bo sent to Inquire 'further, 
Tho immigration records at New York 
hit vi> previously been consulted. 

At the end of ninety days the applicant 
goes Into court with his witnesses, shows 
that lie can talk Knajith, pays another $2, 
the fees in alt amounting to 35, nnd gets 
his certificate of citizenship. Every blank 
wU) bo numbered,' and clerks of court can 
obtain them only from the Washington au- 
thorities and on h bowing tho authority of 
tbo court. Each blank will have to bo ac- 
counted for. 

No court ii permitted to issue naturaliza- 
tion certificates witlnn thirty days" prior to 
an election end a Hit of those applying for 
papers must be poitpd ninety days before 
action by tee court 1| to betaken.

Ho was well known in the vi- 
cinity, where he had lived for some time. 



COLLEGE S TUDENTS IN REBEL 

Refuse Almost to a Man to Sign 
Agreement to Stop Hazing 



PLOT AGAINST RACINE WAN 

Two rieh Arrested in Milwaukee 

Charged With Sending a 

Threatening Letter 



Racine; Wis., Oct. 2.— Twomen. allepcd 
to have written a letter to Mrs. Richard T. 
Robinson demanding $20,000 nnd threaten- 
the lives of herself and family if it was not 
paid, were brought hero by Chief of Police 
Pfiater tonight from Milwaukee, whore 
they wero arrested. Their names nru Fred 
StockinK. 36 years old, and U. R. Miller, 
34, nnd they are brothers-in-law. 

On Sept. 19 Mrs." Robinson, wife of U. 
T. Robinson, cashier of the J. i. Case Com- 
pany; and herself n daughter of Stephen 
Bull, one of the founders of" the company, 
receive'd a letter statinc that unless she im- 
mediately deposited $"20,000 to the credit 
of Luther Roman in tho First Nationnl 
Bank, Chicago, she and members of her 
family would be in danger of death. The 
letter was said to be sent by a band of ten 
men who would not hesitate at anything. 

Mr. Robinson consulted with Attnrney 
T. h. Kearney, and actinp; under his ad- 
vice sent the money to tho bank in Chicago 
on Sept, 21. In the meantime the assist- 
ance of thoMihvuukee police was asked in 
running down tho criminals, who wero be- 
lieved to be Milwaukecans. The day the 
money wus deposited, tho Chicago bank re- 
ceived a letter from Luther Roman direct- 
ing them to transfer any money deposited 
in his name to the first National Bank in 
Milwaukee to the credit. of II. D. Miller. 

On receipt of this letter tho bank ofh- 
ciulB called up Miller nt Milwaukeo and 
asked him about tbo matter, who, Roman 
was, and hia connection with the. money. 
Miller replied over the telephone, denying 
any knowledge of the deposit. Some days 
after he sent the hank a bill for 81,40 for 
telephone service,, which ho claimed he bad 
incurred through being called up. Tbo 
handwriting was compared with the letter 
to Mrs. Robinson Rnd found to.be similar, 

In the menntimo detectives were shadow- 
ing Miller to find who his connections were. 



and found that Stocking was his brother- 
in-law nnd that they wore very intimnte. 
Later it was learned thnt Stocking, who 
waa a clerk in a Milwaukee department 
store, had been in Racine last spring, 
superintend ing tho decoratinfr and refur- 
nishing oE'the Robinson house for bis firm. 
It is supposed that he took the lay of the 
land while here, and, learning that Mrs. 
Robin so A is not in the beat of health, he 
concocted the job with Miller, thinking 
that Mrs. Kor/inHon would readily give up 
tho money through fear. The pair lb out? lit 
tbey had their tracks so well covered that 
they would not be discovered in any event. 

The easy manner in which the money 
was handed over is supposed to have made 
them careless. Be this as it may. Miller 
called nt the First Nntional Bank at Mil- 
waukee nnd showed a letter porporting to 
come from Roman, directing the bank to 
turn the money o\er to Miller. Miller 
said ho would bring a copy of Roman'B 
signature, nnd when tbU was received it 
was compared with specimens of Miller's 
imadwritimr by experts, who declared the 
two identical. 

Tho next time Miller called at the bank 
he waB accompanied by an attorney, and 
endeavored to get the bank to turn the 
money over to him. In this he was un- 
successful. 

During this time the Milwaukee police 
bad been hard at work and were now ready 
to spring the trap. Miller wns arrested at 
his place of business and at the Banie' time 
Stocking was taken into custody. Miller 
denied that he was in any way cunnccted 
with tho threatening letter, but admitted 
thu(, he did know the man who did write 
it. Stocking did not havo so much nerve 
as his aisociato and before he had been 
with the chief an hour he broke down- and 
cinfeieid. 



Lake Forest, III,. Oct, 2.— Students at 
Lake Forest College arc In Op^n and stub* 
born rebellion ^igainst President Richard 
D. Harlan as the result of the anti-hnxing 
uknse issued nt chapel last Friday and 
havo refused almost to n mnn to sign an 
agreement that they wilt cease annoying 
lower class men as laid down by the tradi- 
tions of the school. 

Tha only c!ns» in the college that has 
signed the agreement is the senior class 
which has no great interest in the outcome, 
this being its Inst year. Juniors, sopho- 
mores and freshmen have rofascd to sign 
the paper that the school board has drawn 
up and it Is understood and openly asserted 
that the Alumni Association, which meets 
soon in Chicago, will nlso refuse to counte- 
nance the attempted reform. 

Said one student, a Sophomore, "Presi- 
dent Harlan wilt find thnt all of us will 
vigorously oppose any attempts to transform 
tho college into a Quaker institution. 
There has alwnj'B been more or less hazing 
nt Lake Forest of a burmless sort and any- 
way I do not see why we should be expected 
to lead the lives of recluses." 

As President Hurlan has threatened ex- 
pulsion to all who do not sign the agree- 
ment, the situation is strained, the college 
authorities still persisting in their attitnde 
townrd the alleged disorderly etudent 
element. 

Forty Lake Forest college student* re- 
fused to sign a pledge submitted by the 
faculty not to indulge in hazing nnd by 
the declaration of President Richntd D. 
Harlan they wilt be expelled from the col- 
lege this morning. Sixty students, after a 



mass meeting, decided to accept tho mani- 
festo of the professors. Attempts were 
made by some of tho seniors to browbeat 
the sophomores and juniors to drive them 
into suhmiision, but they were unsuccess- 
ful. 

All but three of tbo seniors yielded to the 
faculty. Half the sophomores could not be 
reconciled. President Hnrlnn in chapel 
Friday morning delivered nn ultimntum to 
the students forbidding hazing. In order 
that the rule might ho observed more gen- 
erally be usked the students to sign a pledge. 
Thin they refused llatly. 

President Harlan declared he would givo 
students until last night to sign the agree- 
ment. If tbey had not attached their 
names by 10 p. m. they were to consider 
themeclvne expelled. A mass meeting wns 
called accordingly, and the matter was dis- 
cussed pro and con. 

Students lending tbc attack against tho 
abolition of hazing are G.G. Harris, Jolietj' 
Giles Kiethley, Peoria: George Michael. 
Logan f port, Ind. : Paul Sommcrs, Dayton, 
O, nnd L. U. Rowland. 

Among those siding with the faculty nre 
Chester Wharton. Binghurt, Ind, ; Ernest 
Palmer, New Villa, III, and Howard 
Shroyer, Pontiac, III. 

The forty students refusing to sign the 
faculty (pledge bound themselves into a 
collegiate union aftor a raiisi meeting and 
declared they would light the professors to 
n finish. They say they will cause a 
"Btriko" and bring out the sixty signers to 
their side through sympathy if by no other 
means.

Harvesting Potatoes. > 

More or less Judgment Is required In 
doing nny kind of work, and tho dig- 
ging of itotntocH Is no exception to tho 
rule. In the 11 rst place, so many should 
not be dug out at one time, thnt they 
cannot be handled readily. A good way 
is to dig during tho fore part of each 
hnlf day and then gnther tho tobcra 
be rote quitting. As soon ns dry they 
should always be picked up, and If the 
went her Is reasonably dry the length of 
time necessary for drying depends al- 
most entirely upon the nature of the 
soil. If sandy, an hour may bo long 
enough, but If n moist clay It may take 
several hours. Potatoes, once dug, 
should certainly not be left out on the 
ground over night. If they are, the 
frost has every chanco to get nt them, 
and only a little freezing Is required to 
spoil a good many bushels for mar- 
ket. It Is a poor practice, too, to pick 
up potatoes without any regard to grad- 
ing. Two classes, anyway, should lie 
made of tltuin; till those of good mar- 
ketable size should bo gathered first 
and the undersized ones left till later. 
It also pays to have crates or bushel 
measures hi which to pick them up. 
Easy to distribute about the field, these, 
after being tilled, am readily be placet! 
on a wagon and drawn oft. Further- 
more, they prevent the tubers from be- 
ing Jammed mid marred. Thirty or 
forty of them, or even a less number, 
may profitably be owned by every farm- 
er who makes a business of -raising po- 
tatoes and similar crops. — Fred 0. Sib- 
ley, lu Agricultural KpItouilsL

Culling Kllu Cnrn. 

It Is of prlmury Importance to know 
at whnt stage corn Bhould be cut to se- 
cure the bcBt results. It la also neces- 
sary, It Is pointed out In Farming, that 
n careful study bo made as to how rap- 
Idly nutriment Is stored up In the corn 
plant and when tho maximum amount 
Is reached. When corn Is fully tasseled 
It contains hut eight-tenths of a ton of 
dry matter an aero, or ouc-flfth of what 
It contalus when fully ripe. When In 
milk It contains nearly three times 'as 
much dry matter as vvlmn fully tas- 
seled, Only seventeen days wero oc- 
cupied In passing from the milk to 
tho gluzhig stage, yet In this time there 
was nn Increase In the dry niattor of 
1.3 tons an acre. This shows tho great 
advantage of letting the corn stand 
until the kernels aro glared. After. this 
period tho increase In dry matter le but 
Blight,

Selecting Seed Corn. 

The proper time in which to select 
seeds Is Into lu the fall or winter. Tho 
reason for requiring this portion of th 
year for so doing is because there, I? 
then no hurry, and tho work can be 
done better. The common prnctlco of 
laying the Bced corn aside to remain 
until spring has done great damage to 
tiio corn crop, ns very often the ex- 
cess of Imperfect grains Is such as to 
cause a failure of germination over the 
wholo Held. Every car of corn should 
be examined and the Inferior grain 
shelled off. Vegetable - seeds also re- 
quire ex utn I nation, for Insects, damp- 
ness and' other' causes Interfere with 
their safe-keeping. Of course, every 
farmer Is supposed to. bo enreful with 
his seeds, but very few farmers know 
tho condition of their seeds until the 
time comes when they are required for 
planting, and then the farmers aro 
too much hurried to do anything with 
theni. 

Storing Vegetables, . 

To enjoy palatable and wholesome 
vegetables during, tho winter months 
proper care and nttentlon are Just' as 
essential In harvesting and storing ns 
In cultivation. Hoots and vegetables, 
as they are of tea promiscuously thrown 
lit heaps about tho cellar, soon lose 
tbclr freshness and llavor. Most of our 
house cellars aro too warm for the 
proper, preservation of vegetables, nml 
It 1b therefore advisable to 'store only 
a limited quantity Tor linniedlnto uso 
In tho house, while tho main stock 
should be kept in a cool barn, cellar or 
outdoor pit '■- 

Shelter for Stoalc, 

The pileH of stalks nnd straw. which 
go to waste can be utado to do good 
service In providing shelter If It la not 
considered lit for feeding. With n few 
posts and poles tho stalks and straw 
will furnlBh a warm place of refuge 
for mil um Is that cannot be accommo- 
dated In tho barn or stable.- With plon- ' 
ty of "straw ou tho ground tmder tho ; 
covering bo formed, no better place 
could be arranged for Bhccp, and with 
care In making tho roof only' a heavy : 
storm will cause It to leak;.'

Trouble has been accumulating nt tho 
Government Printing Office for some time 
past, It has been a question of whether 
the office should be run by the Government 
or by the labor unions. There have been 
objections on the part of a number of onions 
to both dismissals and promotions, and only 
last winter it looked as though tho Presi- 
dent wonld bo forced to declare whether or 
not the big printery was "an open shop." 
Friction has been felt all along the line, 
and an order was issued early this week 
which will probably resujt in bringing the 
trouble to a head, It is tbo introduction by 
the public printer of nn "efficiency system." 
This simply means that n record will be 
kept o£ tho work done by every man and 
woman in tho printery, and it is generally 
supposed that it' will mean that the Blower 
workers will be dropped and their places 
filled by appointees who can, or will, more 
nearly keep up with tho pace set by the 
lenders. The public printer insists that 
there is no Bitch end contemplated by the 
new system . He says that the whole object 
of tho efficiency record will be to furnish 
data on which tho office can rely bo that 
when any job of printing is submitted 
from a Government deportment, it will bo 
possible 'to to. tell) with considerable ac- 
curacy, how much it will cost in machine 
and band composition, press work, bind- 
ing, illustrating and the like; This is n. 
very fair and reasonable explanation of the 
movement, but it docs not take into consid- 
eration a fact well enough recognized by all 
employers of labor, that almost every trade 
sots a speed limit which its members are 
not allowed to exceed. Thus it may be in 
the' bindery that n man can bind 18 or 20 
books per day, but if his union says that 10 
books is a, day's work' the workmen had 
better not persistently exceed that limit, 
Tois is limiting production nnd is tbo 
policy of labor unions. The ntmospbereof 
the. Government Printing Office just now is

Bird Crlmlnale. 

A subject which has exercised rao 
thin summer has been as to what bird 
1th a bill seemingly smaller 
jay's which plunders other's 
nests, breaking and sucking the eggs, 
says a writer In Country Life. 

In ono small piece of hedge I found 
ono blackbird's and two thrushes' 
nests all treated In the same way, the 
tlireo showing among them the wreck- 
age or eleven eggs all similarly pierced 
and emptied. Tho mlssol thruBh has 
been suspected of tho offense and In 
this case I should suppose It to bo tho 
missel thrush If it were not that of a 
pair of butcher birds nested In tho 
Kiinii! hedge. 

It Is perhaps unjust to suspect the 
butcher bird on no bettor evidence 
than Us more proximity to tho scene 
or tho crime and It may be Questioned 
If the shrike would dare to rifle the 
nost of either a blackbird or a thrush. 
A suggestion which I havo not seen 
made and which J throw out only as a 
possibility Is that the culprit 1b no 
burglar but neither more "than less 
than ono of tho paront birds thorn- 
selves^ i

the President of the United State* to restore order and pro- 
tect life and properly In the Island of Cuba and the Islands 
mid keys adjacent thereto, and foi this purpose to establish 
therein n provisional government,. 

'The provisional government Hereby established will b« 
maintained only long enough to restore order, jveaee and public 
confidence by direction of and In the name of the President of the United States, 
and then to hold such election* us may be necessary to dttermlue on those persons 
upon whom the permanent government of the repuhlle should be devolved. , 

"In so far as I* consistent with the nature of a provisional government estab- 
lished under the authority of the United States this will be a Cuban government, 
conforming with the constitution of Cuba. The Cubnn flag will he hoisted as usual 
over the government bnOdlnifs of the Island; all the executive departments and 
provincial and municipal governments, including that of the city of Havana, will 
continue to be administered as under the Cuban republic: llie courts will continue 
to administer justice, and all the laws not In their nature iitnppljcable'hy reason 
of the temporary and emergent character of the government will be. In force. 

"President ltoosevelt has been most unxluits to bring about pence under the 
constitutional government of Culm, and he made every endeavor to avoid the present 
step. Longer delay, however, would be deugerous in view of the resignation of the 
cabinet. 

"UulII further notice the head* of all the departments of the central government 
will report to me for Instructions, Including Uetvetttl Alexandra Kodrignex, in com- 
mand of the It urn I Guard*, and other regular government forces, nod General Car- 
lo* Itoloff, treasurer of Cuba.

Separate, 
from the ofticra, those you Intend to 
fatten for early markets. Feed tbo soft 
corn to there, with ground rye. 



Sow four acres of ground In clover 
or alfalfa. Have the four acres in two 
lots, so that when the hogs arc In ana 
lot the clover can grow up In tbo oth- 
er. Then change them alternately from 
one lot to the other. 

Keep clean, fresh wntor iwbcro the 
chicks can have- access to It at all 
times. Filthy or Impure water Is ofteu 
the cause of bowel trouble and other 
ailments In little chicks, and "an ounce 
of prevention Is worth moro than a 
pound of cure." 



No decided Improvement has been 
mad o In the past twenty years In cook- 
ing for harvest hands or threshers. 
The cookstovo Is just as hot now as It 
was then.' The kitchen duties are Just 
as laborious tind withal the housewife's 
duties are very much the same. 



In hauling up hay with a horse, If 
the horse Is turned In a circle all the 
time, it will uutwUt or king the bny 
rope. The driver of the horse should 
turn gee at one end and haw at the 
other turn, making a figure eight move- 
ment, and there will bo no kinks put 
la the rope. 

Every year farmers lose heavily from 
late spring planting. Many of these arc 
good farmers, but are unexpectedly de- 
layed with spring work by a combina- 
tion of bad wea titer, sick horses and a 
scarcity of help. The mattor of readl- 
nets Is an Important factor In the busi- 
ness of corn production. 

Many would-be poultry raisers prob- 
ably do not realize the demand for 
feathers. The .body feathers of chick- 
ens nnd turkeys sell at from 5 to 40 
cents per pound, nnd duck nnd geese 
feathers at front 33, to 00 cents per 
pound. When thinking of raising poul- 
try do not forget the feathers. 

The man who puts off making his 
clover hay until It Is ripe Is reaping 
the harvest of his mis tube. Ho not 
only has a lot of hoy that Is lacking 
In value, but he Is taking soma of the 
vitality that should bo there for per- 
fecting tho coming seed crop. Some 
farmers mnko ripe clover hay and then 
wonder why they can't get a crop of 
teed.

Sot 
plants oil a cool, rainy day. Uso water 
and Bltade your plants. Almost auy of 
the lending kinds nnld by "nurseries, 
preferably rieiir your home, are good. 

In behalf of the good housewife wo 
' wish to Bay that If tho farm proprietor 
has all tho latest machinery and con- 
veniences for doing the outdoor work 
ho should ceo that she Is provided In 
as largo a measure with labor-saving 
conveniences hi doing tho work of the 
household, a handy supply of dry wood 
and kindling, ample eupbonrd room, a 
flrst-clnss cook ! stovo wlth.g'ood draft 
and other aids that contribute so much 
hi lightening tho burdon of household 
ditties. You- limn inure, how la the 
woman of the houso provided In these 
respects?

Corn Meal fork .Vol Cheap. 

At one time It was customary to 
raonsure the cost of pork by tho price 
of corn, and the usual cstlmnte was ten 
pounds of pork for a bushel of com, 
but In recent years It has been discov- 
ered that other feeds can bo used to 
advantage, nnd pork jnndo more cheap- 
ly with a variety than with corn alone. 
Experience tins shown that tho hog rel- 
ishes the great variety of feeds usually 
produced on tho farm, such as grass, 
rape, nil kinds of clovers, defective and 
Itnmnturo fruits, Iioubo slops, Bklm 
milk, buttermilk, wltey from cheoso fac- 
tory which, when fed in conjunction 
with the grain ration, make pigs grow 
faster nnd make weights at less cost 
than when compelled to subsist entire- 
ly on corn.

There were 12,147,304,550 pounds of 
milk nnd 883,180,471 pounds of cream 
used in 1004 In the manufacture of 551,-

Stamina- Oat Stump*., 
The following method of disposing of 
large stumps Is very efficacious and la- 
bor saving. Whether It would be ap- 
plicable to smtHl hardwood Btumps I 
do not know, but It la -worth a trial. 
Tho principle Is the same ns In burn- 
ing charcoal, and I presume would ap- 
ply to any wood that would mnke char- 
coal. To clear land of Inrgo stumps, 
dig a fair-sized hole down by tho .side 
of stump and build n tiro of pieces of 
good firewood, laid snugly ngn Inst the 
stump. Gradually cover tbo flro with 
Roll, nnd keep covered; If well started 
nnd kept covered by occasionally 
throwing more soil on whore It Is likely 
to break out, tho ' flro wilt continue 
burning until the whole of the stump 
Is burned Into charcoal. On some of 
our large fir stumps, 10 or 12 feet 
across, _tlic fire will burn two months 
or more, and follow roots down 10 or 
15 feet underground. IV A. HAYES. 

Sweet Corn fur Hair*. . 

Here Is n suggestion that will bo of 
much practical value ot bouio time to 
every raiser of hogs; 

Not Infrequently It happens that ear- 
ly In the fall, when green pasturage Is 
scarce, there seems to be nothing at 
band to make a suitable ration for the 
hog. And It Is the demnnds . of this 
period that sweet corn is admlrnbly 
adapted to fill. It matures much ear- 
lier than Held corn; and long after It 
has passed tho table stage It uffords a 
toothsome dainty for hogs. There Is 
nothing like It to keep them In a thrif- 
ty, growing condition. Another point 
In Its favor Is that It makes u splendid 
food during the. transition from succu- 
lent pasturage to mature field corn 
Inter on. '- % Sweet corn need not be fed 
In Inrgo quantities; four or six cars 
with Btnlks to the nverago 100-pound 
pig Is Sufficient, with the ' slap and 
other tilings usually fed:. If tho sweet 
corn patch Is. Inclosed, the pigs mny 
snfely ho turned In It; otherwise It 
should be cut and fed In tho pasture. 

llntinsrlntr the Swill Ilitrrel, 

To many' persona mention of tlie 
word swill barrel presents a picture, of 
nn old, unsightly barrel, grenso and 
dirt nil over the outside, sediment In 
tho bottom two or threo Inches deep, 
nnd filth tind nnstlness all over the in- 
side. An i.i u endurable stench such as 
to nwiko approach to tho barrel well- 
night Impossible also associates Itself 
with tho picture. 

Such unpleasant, disgusting associa- 
tions, need not. cling around tho swill 
barrel.. It Is not necessary that all 
sorts of nn Bty material bo placed In the 
barrel In tho first place, nor Is It nec- 
essary that It bo n I lowed to stand thero 
n week at n time. It Is not alone unr 
necessary that this condition prevail, 
but It .is absolutely menacing to the 
health of the animals .expected to con- 
sume Bueh miscalled food. ■ ; . 

Such fllthlncBS breeds disease; and; 
not Infrequently doss of pigs is.thc^ 
suit of-. fooling' this kind of.fdodvCnseii 
have been brought to tho attention' of 
Uio writer*' this spring where au^aats; 
have contracted troublesome ^Infectious 
diseases, such as Indigestion, scouring 
and the swell tuglof Joints, for no other 
reason Vtbjiii that they; had. been fed ou 
.swill that was too old uud acid. •

Pound In Contldarabla Quantities— 
Conditions Under. WHlch it Ocoutb, 



It Is an Interesting fact that Sin to 
Domingo Is one of tho la\j placei 
In the world where amber occurs In 
any conafclamhlu o.iiautitte8. ab is 
woll ' known, tho ' bill It of the supply 
used In tho arts ami on from tho neigh- 
borhood of Knnlgsbbrg, on tho D&Hlo 
sencoast, 

Thoro It occurs In .'the lower ollgo- 
cone, and appears to havo been dopoR* 
I toil originally In glauconitlc beds of 
a clayoy nature, whlclrwna aftotwnrd 
eroded by wavo notion nnd the amber 
distributed, though thuch of It Is taken 
from beds lit which It was originally 
entombed. 

Ambor 1b simply fossil Iced roaln, ilo- 
rlvetl apparently trom certain con If Or- 
ous trees. The conditions under which 
It occurn In Santo Domingo do . not 
appear to differ substantially, from 
those on the Baltic seacoast. 

It Is found nenr Han llano City, Haso- 
clatcd with Ugnito, sandstone nnd 
conglomerates, Those beds probably 
belong to tho ollgocenc formation ' and 
aro found containing amber at a num- 
ber of plnccs on tho north const, as 
well as on both flanks of the Monte 
Crlstl range. It nlao frequently oc- 
curs fn tho streams flowing through 
these bedB. 

The ambor Is usually in ovate lumps, 
ranging from the slza of a pen to n 
man's fist,' often finuoncd, dull on tho 
exterior, being covered with a kind 
of brownish crust. None of thoao tle- 
ponlts has been studied scientifically, 
although several abortive • attempts 
have been made to operate them for 
commercial purposes. — Cnuslor's Mag- 
azine.

First Use of Ice Cream. 
Though tho ancient Greeks nnd Ro- 
mans used lco for tabta purposes to 
get through the hot months of sum- 
mer, they know nothing of "Ices." 
These wero introduced Into Franco 
from Italy about 1600 and were known 
at first as "frontages glaccs," Iced 
cheeses, although they wero made of 
strawborrles and apricots, and con- 
tatned not a drop of cream. From 
1703 tbo use of "glacea' 'lu the plural 
was sanctioned by tho Fronch acad- 
emy, but not.boforo 1826 did 1 "uno 
glaco" force Its way into recognlxed 
acceptance. . "Icos" are referred to 
from time to time in the' eighteenth 
century In Englleh people's Iqttera 
from, abroad. "Iced creams,"- ' how* 
ovorwere known as early us 1080, and, 
by. tho middle of tho eighteenth cen- 
tury "lco cream" flgurod.
